He also urged an acceptable 
moral code to be posted in class­ 
rooms to help as a guide in en­ 
forcing traditional discipline, 
and stands for utimulating 
teachers to take advance studies 
in their teaching subject.

extra $5,011,856 In annual vaca­ 
tion and sick leave pay.

Division Vice President-Gen­ 
eral Manager H. G. Hynd an­ 
nounced the sum is this area's 
share of some $17,700.000 to be 
distributed to Douglas hourly 
employes throughout the United 
States. A total of $15.075.084 will 
go to more than 52.000 men and 
women in southern California 
alone, hr said.

mediate levels, reduction of 
teacher turn-over, concentrating 
on the humanities as well as 
science and math.
